Britain has — generally been

dustrial organisation, Trade 
unions all over the world have 
followed the pattern developed 
in Britain; the firgt trade. as- 
soctntions were formed by *Bri- 
tish tradesmen, and joint con- 
sultative bodies of managers 
and operatives were first tricd 
out in Britain. 

Yet in Britain there has not 
up to now been “a permanent 
organisation where trade unions 
and trade associations of. in- 
dividual -industries could.:, meet 
to discuss thelr problems. ‘The 
Industrial ‘Organisation Bill, 
introduced in the House of Com- 
mons some weeks ago, proposes 
the setting up of a “Develop- 
ment Council’? which - would 
provide for consultation between 
employers. and. employees -to in- 
crease the efficiency and pro- 
ductivity of industry and enable 
it to render 2 more ” economic 
servite to the community, .
